Changes of Officer Bearers

As a resalt of the discussions it was finally agreed that 
the meeting recommend to the Minister that if the Minister does not 
wish to repeal the Regulation at this stage 


i) That a study should be conducted to attempt to determine 
the effectiveness of the Regulation in increasing the 
return of holotypes to Australia; 


ii) That there should be a review of the matter following 
the result of that study; and 
iii) That pending completion of that review, the guidelines 


should be amended as soon as possible. 


In a letter dated 24th November, 1978 the President was 
informed that the Minister had indicated to the Senior Assistant 
Secretary of the Department of Science that any argument for lifting 
Regulation 143A should be so obvious that any detailed assessment 
would be unnecessary. The President was also informed that in view 
of this the guidelines would be reviewed and that he would shortly 
receive a draft of the revision. Such a revision has not been 
received and so cannot be presented to the 10th AGM. 


Although not specifically indicating so it is clear that 
the Minister's decision is effectively contrary to the recommendations 
of the meeting and that no further assessment is to be made and no 
review undertaken.

Minutes of Ninth Annual General Meetinz held at LaTrobe 
University, Melbourne, on 25th August, 1977. 


Opening: 
The President, Dr. Elizabeth N. Marks, opened the 
meeting at 7.40 p.m. and welcomed members. 


Apologies: 
Apologies for absence were received from Prof. A.F. 
O'Farrell, Dr. J. Ridsdill Smith, Dr. I.M. Mackerras, 


Mr. G.C. Webb and Mr. R.A. Van Baer. 


Attendance and Proxies: 
The President (Chairman), and 30 members (Qld. 5, 
N.S.W. 7, A.C.T. 2, Vic. 14, S.A. 2, and two visitors). 
Those present held proxies for 5 members (Qld. 1, N.S.W. 2, 
A.C.T. 1, P.N.G. 1). Total votes: 46. 


Deaths: 
Members stood in silence as a mark of respect to four 
members who had died since the last meeting: Mr. H. Brzostowski, 


Prof. K. Lamb, Dr. H. Reichardt and Mr. F.A. Perkins. 
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Minutes of 8 Annual General Meeting: 


The minutes of the 8th AGM, having been circulated to 
all members, were taken as read and adopted (New/Thornton). 
No business arose from them. 


Student Research Paper Award: 


The President reported that only one entry had been 
received; nevertheless the panel of referees were unanimous 
in awarding the prize to Mrs. J.A. Smith, of Queenstown, 
Tasmania, for a paper entitled "A study of some Tasmanian 
Psephenidae (Coleoptera)". In presenting the Society's 
cheque, Dr. Marks congratulated Mrs. Smith on her paper, 
and said that members looked forward to her presenting 
the paper at the Scientific Meeting of the Society. 


Annual Report of the Executive: 


The Vice-President, Prof. 1.W.B. Thornton, presented 
the Report, and spoke briefly to it. The Executive had 
accepted with regret, resignations from Dr. K.L.S. Harley 
as Chief Editor, Dr. R.A.I. Drew as Business Manager, and 
Dr. G. Ettershank as Treasurer. Under the provisions of 
Clause 43 of the Constitution, Dr. M.J. Rice was appointed 
Chief Editor, Mr. J.F. Donaldson as Business Manager, and 
Dr. J.R.J. French as Treasurer. Although it was necessary 
to increase subscription rates as from 1st January, 1977, 
membership remained fairly stable at 550. It was again 
disappointing that only one entry was received for the 
Student Research Paper Award. Nevertheless the referees 
were unanimous that the Award be made, and Mrs. J.A. Smith 
(Tasmania) is to be congratulated on her excellent paper. 
Regarding Customs Regulation 13A; the Society is awaiting 
the decision of the Minister for Science following 
discussions with him on 24th June, 1977. Reporting on the 
progress in compiling the "Directory of Australian 
Entomologists", Prof. Thornton said that Mr. R.A.H. Davies, 
Co-ordinator for the Directory, hoped that publication would 
be in late 1977. On behalf of all members Prof. Thornton 
paid tribute to the retiring President, Dr. Elizabeth N. Marks,

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for her excellent leadership of, and the considerable hard 


work carried out for, the Society during her Presidential 
term. 


The Report was adopted (Hooper/Smithers). 


In reply to Dr. G.H.S. Hooper regarding student status 
for purposes of the Society's Student Award, Prof. Thornton 
said that any bone fide student was eligible providing all 
other conditions pertaining to the Award were observed. 


Treasurer's Report: 


Dr. J.R.J. French presented the Report, audited 
Financial Statements for 1975/76 and unaudited statements 
for 1976/77, explaining that, the books and accounts were at 
the auditors and he was, therefore, unable to present 
audited statements for 1976/77. Ever increasing costs had 
necessitated an increase in subscription rates effective 
on ist January, 1977. Numerous accounting difficulties had 
been experienced due to the difference between the membership 
year (January - December) and the financial year (July - June), 
and Dr. French suggested that consideration should be given 
to having the membership and financial year synchronised 
and operating over the same period. 


The Report was adopted (French/Williams). 


In reply to Mr. R.A.H. Davies, Dr. French said that costs 
relating to the production of the Directory had not been 
-itemised in the financial statements and he would enquire 
of the Auditors that Directory expenses and income be 
itemised in future Financial Statements. 


Mr. C.J. Irvine suggested that in view of the large sum 
held in a non-interest bearing account, it would be 
advantageous to invest some of the funds in an interest 
bearing account. Dr. French agreed, and said he would discuss 
this with the Executive and seek the advice of the Auditors. 
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Auditor: 


It was agreed (French/Gross) that D.J. Crichton, Public 
Accountant, be retained as the Society's Auditor for the 1977/78 
financial year.

On behalf of members, Dr. Marks congratulated Dr. Smithers 
on his election as President for the ensuing term, and invited him 
to take the Chair. Dr. Smithers thanked Dr. Marks for the considerable 
work she had carried out for and on behalf of the Society during her 
Presidency (acclamation). 


Location and Nature of 10th Annual General Meeting: 


It was agreed that the 10th AGM be held in Sydney in 
January 1977. The executive was requested to consult with the | 
Regional Councillors for New South Wales in arranging suitable dates 
and a programme for the meeting, which would include a scientific 
session. Dr. Marks said she hoped it would be a residential meeting. 
Mr. B.H. Kay indicated that it would be advantageous to have a larger 
scientific session, with invitational papers given by authorities 
in their field. Mr. Davies commented that more thought should be 
given to the nature of the scientific session, and suggested a 
semi-workshop format. Dr. M.J. Rice advocated that the scientific 
session should be promoted more, and certainly at least twelve months 
ahead. The President commented that whether or not invitations 
could be extended to leading authorities to present papers would depend 
on the availability of finance, and he doubted if the Society at 
present had the funds to meet the expenses of invited speakers. 


Customs Regulation 143A: 


At the request of the President, Dr. Marks reported on 
the question of Customs Regulation 13A by recalling that the seventh 
Annual Report recorded that the Minister for Science, Senator J.J. 
Webster, had asked the Academy of Science to seek to achieve a 
consensus recommendation for Regulation 13A from the scientific 
community. 
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The committee of the Academy examining the question had 
invited six entomologists and two other biologists (four 
tfor' and four ‘against! the Regulation) to discussions at 
the Academy on 31st May, 1976. Five Society members (the 
President, Vice-President, and Drs. Kay, Mackerras and 
Neboiss) attended. The Academy's considered advise that 
Regulation 14A be repealed was conveyed to the Minister on 
4rd November, 1976. 


Dr. Marks said she was invited to give a paper on 
Australia's insect export legislation at the XV International 
Congress of Entomology held in Washington D.C. in August 1976. 
Congress adopted a resolution from the Systematics Section 
"On Scientific Collecting, Exchange and Transfer of 
Entomological Specimens". Copies of this have been sent in 
October 1976 to the Minister for Science, the Academy and 
interested societies. Because the resolution was being 
variously interpreted, comments on its original intent from 
participants in the Systematics Section were sent to the 
Minister in March 1977. 


Senator Webster agreed to receive a deputation from the 
society and his offer to discuss the matter with anyone who 
might care to meet him was conveyed to the six other 
societies seeking repeal of the Regulation. The 
Entomological Societies of Queensland, of Victoria, and of 
Australia (N.S.W.), the Royal Zoological Society of New 
south Wales and The Australian Society for Parasitology, 
nominated the Society's deputation to represent their views 
also. On 24th June, 1977, the President, Vice-President 
and Dr. C.N. Smithers from the Society, and Dr. D.K. McAlpine 
representing the Linnean Society of New South Wales, had a 
lengthy discussion with the Minister and his decision on the 
future of Regulation 14A is awaited. 
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Mr. G. Gross commented that the type of legislation 
involved in 143A could be extended into other areas, and 
Dr. Rice said that the legislation was not in the best 
interests of Australian science. Mr. Irvine and Mr. V. 
Salanitri both considered it important to inform the Minister 
of the view of the AGM on the question of 143A. Mr. Davies 
suggested that members contact their members of Parliament 
on the matter, but the President said this had already been 
done by other groups and societies. In reply to Dr. T.R. New, 
Dr. Marks said that the Minister had not indicated when he 
would reply, and Dr. Smithers commented that the Society 
must formally await the Minister's decision. 


It was then moved by Mr. G. Gross, seconded by 
Dr. R. Domrow: 


"That this meeting endorses the action taken by the 
Society for the repeal of Customs Regulation 13A 

and directs the Executive to continue to pursue the 
matter further and to advise the Minister for Science 
of the meetings resolution." 


The motion was carried unanimously. 


Fellowship Membership: 


Dr. Hooper spoke on a proposal to introduce Fellowship 
Membership of the Society, and outlined the amendments 
necessary to the Constitution to permit Fellowship Membership. 
Mr. Irvine commented that a member making a substantial 
“contribution to the affairs of the Society should also be 
eligible for Fellowship Membership. Mr. Gross, supported 
by Prof. P. Miles, was not in favour of Fellowship Membership, 
since it could be considered as being divisive and 
suggestive of elitism. 


After comments from other members, the President said it 
was clear the meeting was not of one mind on this subject, 
and asked the Executive to investigate the matter further 
and report back to the next meeting in January 1979. 
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Closure: 


There being no further business, the President closed 
the Meeting at 9.40 p.m. 


Report of the Organising Committee for the 10th Annual General 
Meeting 
The 10th Annual General Meeting and the 17th and 18th 

Council Meetings were held at Wesley College, University of 
Sydney, from 10th - 13th January. Approximately 60 people 
attended the AGM and Scientific Session. Twenty-nine 
papers were presented during the two-day Scientific Session 
(copies of the Abstracts are available). The Sherry Party, 
Barbecue, Annual Dinner and Harbour Cruise (although marred 
by light rain) were well attended. The majority of people 
enjoyed themselves and welcomed the opportunity to meet 
fellow entomologists. The Organising Committee made a 
modest profit ($200 - $300) which will in due course be 
deposited in the Society's coffers.

Letter to the Editor: 
4rd Australian Applied Entomological Research Conference 1979 


Criticisms in the letter from R.A.H. Davies (News 
Bulletin,Volume 14, Part 4) concerning the Third Australian 
Applied Entomological Research Conference appear to be based 
on a misunderstanding of the purpose of this conference 
series. As the name implies it is the third in a series, 
which has been established as part of the technical conference 
programme arranged under the auspicies of Standing Committee 
on Agriculture. The meetings therefore deal with topics of 
agricultural relevance. The SCA Entomology Sub-Committee 
has the responsibility of nominating the theme for each 
Applied Entomology Research Conference. The approach, to 
date, has been to treat a particular theme in some depth 
rather than to provide a forum for wide ranging discussion 
of the multitudinous areas of entomological interest. 
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Such an alternative would, I believe, be impracticable. 
Furthermore avenues are provided by Universities, Government, 
Commerce and bodies such as A.E.S. as forums for discussion 
of specific and often emergent issues. The Applied 
Entomology Research Conference is not designed to, nor is 

it claimed to fill such a roll. 


A.E.S. members will recall that the two previous 
conferences dealt with insecticides and insecticide resistance 
(Newport, 1969) and integrated control (Mildura, 1974) as 
major themes. I trust that the 1979 meeting will be at least 
as valuable as the previous highly successful meetings. In 
the context of present projects in biological control of 
weeds, lucerne aphids and citrus scales, and the dung beetle 
programme (to quote only a few) the conference is highly 
relevant and should attract wide interest and participation. 
Members might bear in mind that the conference will cover 
not only classical biological control but also the integration 
of native and introduced parasites, predators and disease 
organisms into control systems. 


A small point, - the meeting is not a C.S5S.1.R.O. Applied 
Entomology Conference as stated by Mr. Davies. The fact that 
the Conference Group of C.S.1I.R.0O. is handling arrangements 
on behalf of Standing Committee on Agriculture does not make 
the Conference "a C.S.1.R.0O. event". 


Finally, for the benefit of A.E.S. members I advise that 
the conference dates have had to be changed as 18th June 
has been gazetted as a public holiday. The meeting is now 
scheduled for 11th - 15th June and not for 18th - 25th June 

-as in the initial circular.

VICTORIA: 
Plant Research Institute

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The C.G.L. Cooding Collection of Lepidoptera and Coleoptera 


The extensive collection of Lepidoptera and Coleoptera 
made over a period of 68 years by Mr. C.G.L. Gooding of Moe, 
and more recently of Warragul, Victoria, has just been 
donated to the Australian National Insect Collection in 
Canberra. The collection is housed in some 750 store boxes 
and includes some 75,000 specimens. Most of the Australian 
part of the collection was made in Gippsland, in areas which 
have long since been cleared for agriculture and forestry. 
The collection is rich in Hepialidae, a family in which 
Mr. Gooding specialized, and features long series of 
comparatively rare species originally described by 
Dr. N.B. Tindale from Gippsland material collected by 
Mr. Gooding. In recent years extensive collecting by 
Mrs. Margaret Coulson (Mr. Gooding's daughter) and Mr. Gordon 

Coulson have contributed greatly to this fine collection of 
-Hepialidae. A percentage of the collection is exotic, built 
up over many years by exchange with collectors in several | 
areas of the world. The Coleoptera in the collection include 
a large representation of Australian Buprestidae. 


The specimens are in excellent condition, well-mounted, 
well preserved and properly labelled. The collection is a 
welcome addition to the ANIC and will provide much valuable 
data for the study of the insect fauna of Gippsland.

LATE ANNOUNCEMENT 


Laurie Greenup has informed the Executive that he will 
submit a letter of resignation from the office of Regional 
Councillor because of work committments resulting from his 
recent promotion.

Despite the attempts by our Society, the representatives 
of many individuals and the expressed opinion of other major 
scientific societies and organisations, including the 
Australian Academy of Sciences, the entomological world is 
still burdened with Regulation 13A. 


As instructed at the 9th Annual General Meeting (Melbourne, 
25th August, 1977) efforts to have it repealed have continued. 
A meeting was held on 24th October, 1978 at which the Society's 
views were again put to officers of the Department of Science 
and representatives of other interested organisations, 
including C.S.I.R.O. As a result of the discussions it was 
agreed that recommendations should go to the Minister that, 
if immediate repeal was not to be made, a study should be 
made of the effectiveness of the Regulation, that there should 
be a review of the matter following the study and that 
pending completion of the review the guidelines should be 
amended. 


I have since been informed that the Minister of Science 
is of the view that any argument for repeal should be so 
obvious that any detailed assessment should be unnecessary; 
as a result of this the guidelines would be amended. I would 
point out that the recommendations came from a meeting of 
those in favour and those opposed for the Regulation, it seems 
remarkable that the Minister has decided to make a decision 
before the recommended assessment of effectiveness has been 
carried out. 


The information and opinions already presented to the 
Minister do, indeed, provide an argument so obvious that 
the Regulation should be repealed immediately. It would seem 
that the Minister has received advice contrary to both the 
recommendations of the meeting and the clearly expressed 
opinion of major scientific bodies. 


At the 10th Annual General Meeting (January, 1979) the 
Executive of the Society was again instructed to continue 
its efforts to have the Regulation repealed. This it will do. 
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The Regulation has been discussed at length in past 


issues of this Bulletin and in other scientific journals, 
the history of events leading to its promulgation, the 
Regulation itself and its effects have been discussed by

Every entomologist should take the trouble to become 
familiar with the contents of that paper. We must continue 
to work for repeal of the Regulation.
